ure German aggression. 


Third—France will . assist In the 


mprovement of the general economic 
situation 
in common 
agreement, 


'•ccognlzing that Great Britain is as 
qrravely concerned over trade pros 
pects as France is on reparations, 
and will discuss lower tariffs and 
other similar problems. 


TO RESTORE GERMANY. 


Fourth—France is ready to under 


take any practical measures jointly 
with Great Britain towards the eco- 
nomic a!nd Industrial restoration of 
Germany; she recognizes as neces- 
sary British trade and French re- 
parations. 


Fifth—While unwilling to accept a 


reduction in the reparations claims, 
France Is prepared to grant Germany 
every possible facility to make de 
liveriea.

Presi- 
dent Ebert and his government were 
frightened into a burlesque flight to 
Stuttgart, but then the monarchists 
were frustrated by their own colos- 
sal Incompetence for the task they 
had undertaken, and by the general 
strike of industrial workers.

BUILDING GREENS. 


The greens are actually being built 


There is no other word to use in 
describing the process which is ex- 
pected to result in the club having 
putting greens which will be 
the 


equal of those in the Springtield golf 
courses, greens which are so good 
that Decatur golf enthusiasts often 
motor the fifty miles to the capital 
city to play. 


The greens are excavated to a con- 


siderable depth. 
There a layer of 


eight inches of 
coarse 
gravel

placed. 
On this bed there is then 


platfed a gridiron of field tile, the 
strings of tile beinc: two feet apart 
over the entire surface of the gravel 
foundation for the green. One end 
of this series of tile strings Is con- 
nected with a vitrified tile which has 
an upright elbow reaching above the 
surface of the ground when the green 
is completed. The other ends of trtese 
tile strings are closed with cement. 
This tile gridiron, through the end 
tile will later b« connected with the 
club, water system and thu» a sub. 
irrigation is established 
for 
each 


needed and has made possible the 
placing of Immense quantities in all 
of the foundations for the greens 
The club has not felt the need of 
being stingy with it with the result 
that the officials believe that they 
will have the most substantial, best 
drained putting greens in the county. 


RAISE DAM. .

enabled the club 


grounds committee to raise the dam, 
TTbich holds back the lake; four feet, 
to widen the approaches ta the road 
on the dam, to double the roadway on 
the lane which leads from the pub- 
lic road to the club grounds and to 
have plenty of gravel for the con- 
struction of the concrete landings 
which have recently been completed 
at many places on the lake shore.

Adopt Recommendations Likely to Enhance Welfare 


of Both Classes. 


Closer co-operation between land 


owners and tenants of Macon coiwty, 
to the enhancement of their mutual 
welfare, was assured by action of 
representatives of these two classes 
In a joint meeting at the farm bureau 
headquarters Saturday afternoon, in 
adopting unanimously and without 
change a set 
ot recommendations 


proposed by a committee of three 
tenants and three owners. 


The meeting of more than a hun- 


dred 
representative 
farmers 
was 


called to order by President J. M. 
Beckett of the Macon county farm 
bureau, who presided. Farm Adviser 
Sidney B. Smith outlined the purpose 
of the meeting and reviewed the steps 
already taken in bringing about joint 
action on questions that could be 
solved only by taking Into consider- 
ation each other's standpoint. 


THE RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The recommendations, thirteen In 


number and covering important points 
as touching the relationship between 
the owners and tenants, were prepar- 
ed in a meeting of the Joint commit- 


j tee Dec. 12, and were presented by 


the chairman of the committee, George 
B. Spitler, of Mt. Zion. 


They favor a written lease; the

rent; encouragement of long tenure, 
crop rotation 
and 
livestock 
plan 


agreement; "the keeping of livestock, 
with reimbursement of the landlord 
for special equipment furnished; the 
growing and plowing under of clover 
or other legume; the use of limestone 
where soli is sour, and that pwos- 
phate be plowed -under with manure 
and clover where needed; set of gool 
farm buildings to be supplied by the 
owner, with the tenant caring^ far 
them as if they were his own,' the 
owner furnishing the repairs and the 
tenant providing the labor; the selec- 
tion of seed corn in the field Just be- 
fore maturity by the tenant, without 
cost I'd him; responsibility for nox- 
ious weeds resting on the tenant; a 
comfortable, 
substantial 
dwelling 


house as part ot the farm equipment 
supplied by'the landlord;

The treasury department is pu 


ting out among the people a line o 
securities that are to run for fiv 
years, with only partial interest 1 
cashed before maturity. 


Tinder the plan a certificate may 


be bought for $80 cash down; a 
the end of five years the govern 
ment will redeem it at $100. In a 
way this is interest at 6 per cent, 
leaving out all compounding feat 
ures and waiting five years for pay 
day. If the certificate is presented 
before maturity Interest will be al 
lowed only at the rate of 31-2 per 
cent. 


This is much the same plan pre- 


sented in the war savings stamps 
and certificates, something that is 
still 
on, though patronized only 


lightly at the present time. It is 
hoped by the treasury department to 
make this kind of investment popu 
lar, but It Is a little hard to see on 
what ground the hope Is entertain- 
ed. 


The war savings stamp was by no 


means popular with the people. A 
good many were taken in the stress 
of the war, but it took a lot of 
hounding to make most people do 
this. Selling these stamps was al- 
together a more difficult nndertak- 
ng than to get folks to buy bonds. 
It seems that people like to see a 
ittle Interest come in twice a year;

n, T>. C., Dec. 17 -When

llc man In the United 'States has. 
But there is no identity 
between 


Borah and the farmer bloc. 


BORAH TRAINS ALONE 


Borah does not train \vith_blocs o£ 


any kind. AS many persons' as caro 
to follow him can do so. But Borah 
never merges his views with those 
»f any other senators. He goes his 
own gait takes what positions he 
chooses and those who want to can 
follow him and take whatever praise 
or blame may attach thereto from 
their constituents. The shism be- 
tween Borah and the Republican ad- 
ministration Is one thing, the schism 
between the farmer bloc and the ad- 
ministration Is another thing. 


The truth is, Borah comes close to

aense, Borah fulfills the functions 
of 4n opposition party.

msnt, hi was taking- rather belated- 
ly and after th» exercise of much 
patience, th* advice of the 
party 


leaders who have been urging- him 
that his administration would 
be 


•wrecked by tho factionalism in con- 
. cress, unless he took steps to cure 
"•Hardlng's words are comparative- 
ly mild. He' merely said, among oth- 
er things, that "there is vastly great 
er security, Immensely more of th^

viewpoint, much

What Harding said did not excite 
th« .farmer bloc very much. 
They 


took notice of It. They knew very 
well that he was talking about them 
but they said nothing. 


•WEEKS MORE DIRECT 


A few days later, however, Secre- 


tary Weeks, in a speech delivered 
at New Tork, took up the same sub- 
ject. 
His complaint of the farmer 


bloc was much more direct and spe- 
cific. Not only did he criticise the 
•am* thing of which Harding had 
•omplained. 
He went farther. 
He 


said that the present organization of 
th* 'lower house of congress, Insofar 
as It tikes power away from the 
leaders and diffuses it among com- 
mittees, Is a. mistake. He criticised 
specific items of legislation and he 
left littl* doubt of his unfavorable 
opinion, of legislation promoted by 
.special rroupa. Among other things 
h» said: 


CHANGE BRINGS CRITICISM 


"The changing of the rules of the 


house of representatives has weak- 
•n«d party government, has encour- 
aged the organization 
of 
special 


croups, and has resulted, and will 
continue to result, in special legis- 
lation not representing the action 
of the majority but forcibly enacted, 
by combinations of divergent Inter- 
ests. The immediate result of this 
situation has been violent criticism 
of conccess." 


BRINGS INSTANT REACTION 


This criticism of congress 
by a 


member of the cabinet brought In- 
•tant reaction. 
The first gun was 


fired 
by 
Congressman Tlncher of 


Kansas. While he talked back 
to 


Secretary Weeks, he was careful to 
lay that he does not belong to the 
farmer bloc. There were some pun- 
gent sentences in Congressman Tin- 
eher's reply to Weeks. Among oth- 
er things, he said: 


CONGRESSMAN AMA35JD 
1 nay iom* day be called upon 


fc^ W*lorl»» for my Republicanism. 
• kctonr to no Mor. I Jinve never 


used any adjectives to describing 
my Republicanism. I£ occasion ever 
requires that I make apologies for 
my party loyalty,. 1 will'not begin 
making these apologies to a Mass- 
achusetts Republican. I know that 
It Is, popular, when up in Now York 
making a speech, to condemn the 
American farmer in a runabout way 
anjd It' Js generally 
popular 
any 


where to condemn the American con- 
jress. I suppose I have the com- 
mny of all the other members of 
congress In my amazement at the 
attack made upon congress by the 
secretary of war." 


11ADE MISTAKE 


Unfortunately, from the point of 


view of being convincing, or of cre- 
ating a clear issue. 
Congressman 


Tincher made the mistake of intro- 
ducing a personal issue. 
He said 


that Secretary Weeks' criticism o£ 
congress was inspired by the fact 
that congress had reduced the size. 
oJ the army. That charge is mere- 
ly grotesque. 


Secretary Weeks was moved by 


no such petty pride of office as that. 
Hia criticism oJ congress was real- 
y more serious than that, and more 
objectionable from the point of view 
of those he criticized. He went af- 
ter congress hecause 
he believed 


that body, chiefly because of the 
farmer bloc, had failed to function 
as he thinks a congress ought to 
function when it has a Republican 
majority. 


DEFENSE WKOXG 


Congressman Luce , of Massachu- 


setts defended Secretary Weeks. He 
also made a mistake. He 
made a 


defense which was intended to bring 
laughter upon -the Kansas congress- 
man, rather than to go to the heart 
of the question at issue. M the end 
of his defense of Secretary' Weeks, 
Congressman Luce made an admis- 
sion, delightful for the Democrats 
to hear. He said: 


"We approach the next campaign 


under sorry circumstances. We are 
to be held responsible for acts in 
large measure perpetuated by "the 
gentlemen on the Democratic side. 
And yet it is impossible for us to 
make the people understand where 
the votes came from.'' 


This particular episode ended with 


the Republican leader in the house, 
Congressman Mondell, of /Wyoming, 
joining in the expression of resent- 
ment against Secretary Weeks. 


Republican congress by a member 
of the cabinet, and & heated reply to 
that criticism by 
the 
Republican 


leader of congress, constitute a sen- 
sational episode. 


The fact Is the situation Is sensa- 


tional, and would be nior* widely 
recognized as such If the public at- 
tention were not diverted from dom- 
estic politics by the Armament con- 
ference. 


SPLIT DANOERO09 


This schism between th« Republi- 


can administration and the farmer 
bloc is going to 'compose the most 
Important aspect of politics In Wash- 
ington until it ends one way or the 
other. There 'can be no denying the 
power of the farmers. It Is true the 
bloc Is not large enough to domin- 
ate the Republican party 
In con- 


gress, but It Is large enough to unite 
with the Democrats at any time, and 
by that union to dictate legislation. 
That Is what is happening with in- 
creasing momentum. 


When the Republican leaders crit- 


icize the Republican members in the 
farmer foloc by uniting 
with 
the 


Democrats, the members of the far- 
mer bloc just laugh. They feel that 
they are secure in their offices, and 
In their franchise from their con- 
stituents at home. 
They 
are not 


subject to discipline by the Repub- 
lican leaders. 


TAKE POPULAR. ISSUES 


Stated broadly, the positions which 


they usually take are the popular 
Issues. -They are the beneficiaries 
of that latent feeling, always con- 
siderable In American politics, which 
takes kindly to Insurgents. 
They 


are the beneficiaries also of much 
of what is left of the old spirit that 
expressed itselt In the progressive 
movement. 


POWERFUL INSTITUTION 


All in all, the farmer bioc is a 


formidable 
institution. 
Whether 


Harding and the other administra- 
tion leaders shall try to overcome 
it, or, on the other hand, shall bow 
to It and let it dominate the party 
action in congress, is tho question 
that will form the most interesting 
aspect ot the immediate future/'of 
affairs at Washington. It 1s going 
to come to' the front on every sub- 
ject of legislation, but perhaps most 
conspiciously of all on the 
tariff. 


What the Republicans are going to 
do, or can do aibout the tariff Js'a 
question to which there is no ans- 
wer now apparent except chaotic 
confusion.

Unfortunate- 
ly, It -wa» very difficult for. the avi- 
ator* to locate in the dense forest 
th» position of the battalion, which 
had been accurately Indicated on the 
map. These relief supplies fell Into 
th» hands of the enemy. I mention 
this as evidence that the battalion 
was not lost In the sense that w» fli: 
not know where It was. It was cut 
off.

New York, Dec. 17.—The most sig- 


nificant happenings of the past week 
have been the continued recovery in 
tho foreign exchanges, the compara- 
tive steadiness of cotton prices in 
face of the dscovery that the extent 
of last summer's crop damage was 
grossly over-estimated, the remark- 
able over-subscfiptlon, at unusually 
high prices, to the 555,000,000 New 
York City loan, and the advancing 
tendency in the stocl: market, des- 
pite the skepticism expressed for a 
month past in numerous speculative 
quarters. 


Whatever the special causes asso- 


ciated with these various Incidents,. 
they are all symptomatic of a world- ! 
wide change for the better In eco- 
nomic and financial conditions. 
It 


Is not to be doubted, of course, that 
the tremendously important 
accom- 


plishments at the Washington 
dis- 


armament conference 
have 
had a 


good deal to flo with the rise In the 
exchanges. 


TRADE- SITUATION BETTER. 


But with all due allowance for the 


part which political considerations 
Jiave played, the main reason why 
sterling rates from their extreme low 
of last summer have got back half 
way to normal, why French francs 
have lately risen over a cent, why 
other currencies of continental Eu- 
rope have similarly gained—is be- 
cause the trade situation abroad is 
on the mend. 
The reality of this 


change, with its bearing 
upon 
the 


credit standing of the 
nations of 


Western Europe, is further attested 
by the way exchange rates held their 
higher ground toward the close o£ 
the week. This was In face of Ger- 
many's formal contention that she 
coulti not meet the next installment 
of reparations except in minor part. 
CONFIDENCE LOST IN REPORTS. 


It Is a question whether the cotton 


trade after its experience of the past 
autumn, will ever again set too much 
store by a government crop reporl. 
The trade was asked In October to 
make Its plans for 
a 
harvest of 


0,300,000 bales. Two months Inter i: 
was tolil to revise Its calculations 
and aecept an estimate of 
8,300,000 


bales. 


That cotton prices have stood up as 


well as they have in the face of this 
unprecedented 
reversal of 'a crop 


positiori points to the truth o£ two 
conclusions. 
The first is that the 


southern cotton growers, having got 
rid of the bulk of tllcir holding's 
around the high prices of September 
and October and having paid off 
their indebtedness at the banks, are 
able to keep back frorrf the market 
their reinaining supply, if they choose 
to do so. 


NEW YORK CITY'S CREDIT. 


The success of the New York bon-1 


offering Is a striking episode In that 
the price received by the city was 
much the highest in over ten years. 
This will be accepted as a sufficient 
answer to the attempt by investigat- 
ing committees, and other sources of 
criticism of one sort or another, to 
throw doubt upon the hjgh credit of 


the city of New York. But, as a fur- 
ther test of the investment situation 
generally, it is of much less conse- 
quence than the many other flota- 
tions of new securities made during 
the last few months. 
Although list- 


ed on the stock exchange, none of the 
$55,000,000 was publicly offered. The 
reason plainly enough was that no 
difficulty was found by the- success- 
ful bidder in placing the stock among 
people of wealth, looking for a tax- 
exempt security. 


STRESS TAX EXEMPTION. 


The fact that this was exempt from 


the federal tax and afforded a return 
well above the average for this class 
of Investments quite destroys the sig- 
nificance of the four fold over-sub- 
ccrlp_tion and the high price realized 
as compared with the issues of 1917 
and 1916. 
On those occasions, of 


course, there was no such Incentive as 
now exists to hide the funds of rich 
investors where they will not be sub- 
ject to an onerous tax burden. 
STOCKS OVERTURN PRECEDENT. 


The main explanation for the stock 


market's disregarding tho precedent 
of an early December decline Is simp- 
ly that the present situation is to- 
tally different from that of the con- 
ventional market of past times. Al- 
most always where stocks used to 
break In the' closing- month of tho 
year, it was as a sequel to an over- 
done speculation in the previous sum. 
mer, which came to grief through a 
shutdown 
In 
the 
money 
market. 


These were the times before the fed- 
eral reserve, when every bank work- 
ing on Its own hook, loaned up to 
the limit In mid-summer, and after- 
wards, to meet the autumn crop fle-, 
mands, put the screws unmercifully 
upon their wall street borrowers. 


PUBLIC NOT IN THE MARKET. 
Such experiences of the past are 


interesting, but of no practical bear- 
ing of weakness that the day-to-day 
initiative should be provided by spec- 
ulative pools and professional opera- 
tors. So long as these do not at- 
tract much outside following, the po- 
sition will continue strong. 
The 


danger stage will come only when 
the public returns to the speculative 
field. It is then that the disribution 
of large holdings will begin.

Winter Wheat in Canada in 


Good Condition. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—An Argen- 


tine wheat .crop of larger yield per 
aero than last year Is indicated in 
unofficial estimates received today 
by the Department of Agriculture. 


"The official estimates for the cur- 


rent season In Argentina for the area 
of wheat," the department said, "are 
12,927,000 acres "or 02.8 per cent of 
1920-21; the area of oats for 1921-22 
is 2,105,000 acres or 102.2 per cent of 
1020-21. 
No official estimate gives 


the probable yield of wheat as 13.3 
bushels per acre compared with 12.4 
bushels In 1920-21, and that of oats 
32.1 bushels per acre compared with 
23.1 in 1920-21. 


ALMOST EQUALS 1920. 


The prospects for the current Aus- 


tralian wheat crop, the department 
said, are very good and almost equal 
to that of last year. 
Tho prelim- 


inary official estimate for the crop 
Is 146,014,000 bushels or 99.9 per cent 
of last year. The area sown to wheat 
in New Zealand for the current year 
was reported to be greatly Increased 
over last year and until official es- 
timates place the probable production 
as high as 10,000,000 bushels compar- 
ed with 6.G74.000 bushels In 1920-21. 


WINTER WHEAT GOOD. 


Tho winter wheat crop has entered 


the winter In grood condition In Can- 
ada and some increase In acreage is 
reported, tho department said.
